Tho Great Coppor Mines Will Now ho Op 
erated Under New Management. 
A telegram 
received by Super 
intendent N. S. Bcrray, 
on Wed- 
nesday, announced the sale of the 
Old Dominion Coppor Company's 
mines and plant at Globe 
. 
Xow- - 
lsohn Brothers, of .New 
York, the 
nominal purchaseis, havo 
hold 
an 
option on tho propoity, which 
ex 
pired on tho 28th inst., and it was 
necessary 
ior 
Mr. 
Ix.M.liyams, 
thoir agent, who left hero last Sun- 
day to telegraph tho result 
of his 
examination of tho property. 
He 
and tho gentlemen of tho Arizona 
Coppor Company with him wcro 
astonished at tho splendid 
show- 
ing of tho mino, and the thorough 
working order in which tho entire 
propei ty was kept, 
ready 
to 
re- 
sume tho production of copper at a 
day's notice. 
Tho Old Dominion Copper Com- 
pany's mino is 
to-da- y 
ono of tho 
most valuablo 
properties 
in 
Ari- 
zona. Always a good producer, tho 
work of tho past year has 
been 
confined to development, under tho 
supervision 
of 
Superintendent 
Borray, with 
tho result 
that tho 
mino is now in better shape for tho 
production 
of coppor than over be- 
fore in its history. 
Ore 
in 
quan- 
tity has been developed on every 
level, from tho first to tho eighth. 
Its present condition can bo bettor 
understood from the statoment 
of 
Mr. Borray, 
that, 
working 
tho 
present 
forco 
a day shift only 
oro could bo supplied 
to mh two 
largo furnaces, and that by 
tyork-in- 
g 
a night shift also, tho output 
could bo doubled, and tho mino 
easily stand tho heavy 
draught 
of 
oro. 
Tho bins at tho smelter aro also 
well filled with ore, tho furnaces in 
good repair, and all tho machinery 
ot tho plant in apple-pi- o 
order. 
Tho flow of wator in tho mino has 
not been troublesome, showing 
no 
increase sinco tho development 
of 
tho eighth lovol 
was begun. 
With 
increasing depth, however, it is ex- 
pected that moro wator will bo 
en- 
countered. 
To meet this tho boil- 
er capacity 
should 
bo increased: 
nothing elso is required 
to insuro 
tho satisfactory operation of the en-- 
tiro property. 
The 
Old 
Dominion Company's 
mino has produced about 
70,000,-00-0 
pounds of copper, and contrary 
to tho opinion sometimes heard ex 
pressed, tho mino is good for many

Thoy 
aro 
agonts for tho Tamarack, tho

ceola, 
and tho Kcarsago 
mining 
companics,of Michigan, the Boston 
&Montana, and tho Arizona 
Cop- 
por Co., of Clifton, Arizona; 
and 
stockholders m one of theso 
prob- 
ably, aro tho purchasers of the Old 
Dominion. 
Tho supposition is that smelting 
will begin as soon as tho transfer 
of tho property can bo 
mado, 
and 
when 
hero 
Mr.Hyams, 
intimated 
that, in the event of tho sale being 
consummated, tho purchasors 
de-sir- o 
to retain tho forco of men now 
omployed, which would be of great 
advantage to tho now company. 
Tho old company lias been handi 
capped by having so 
much 
of its 
stock tied up in tho faimpson ostato, 
which has not yot beon settled 
up. 
This has beon a serious obstacle to 
tho active and satisfactory 
opera 
tion of tho mino, and explains why 
the company did not enlarge its 
holdings by tho purchase of adjoin- 
ing claims. 
For this reason, 
and 
for others, wo bolievo 
tho change 
of ownership will prove 
advantag- 
eous and that it will excite renewed 
interest and activity in tho Globo 
mining district 
Silver Belt.

Hob Cannon Shot nnd Killed by Ills AVHc. 
About 1:30 last Monday a 
des- 
perate and bloody 
tragedy occur- 
red at tho homo ofMr.Georgo John- 
son,

Mrs. Cannon, formerly

kins, is a stepdaughter of Mr. John- 
son. 
Sho was married to 
Cannon 
about a year ago and after

paronts. 
Hero ho visited

were renewed. 
A 
few days sinco a dispute about some 
property occured and tho services 
of Officer Estrolla wero 
invoked. 
As tho property belonged to tho 
woman it was delivered 
to her. 
Sho then said to tho officer that sho 
would havo nothing to do with her 
husband. 
To this hor mother, Mrs. 
Johnson, assented, and said that if 
sho did she would not allow hor to 
live at homo any moro. 
Today Cannon dressed hirasolf 
up and went to tho houso when tho 
usual troublo broko out with 
re- 
newed violence. 
Sho procured 
a 
shot gun and in tho moleo which 
followed the gun was discharged.

HISTORY. 


Tho silver 
question 
is 
ono 
in 
which tho pcoplo of tho "West 
and 
South aro greatly intorcstod. 
And 
as tho financial policy of our 
gov-ernmo- 
will bo tho all important 
issue in tho next campaign it will 
stand tho people in need to known 
something of the whito metal and 
its history as a monoy basis of tho 
world. 
Silvor was monoy. "curront with 
tho merchant" in tho timo of Abra- 
ham. 
Tho exact dato when it was 
first used as a modium of oxchango 
is not known. 
Gold, silvor and 
copper wero used by tho Greeks in 
Homer's timo, but 
it 
soems that 
oxen constituted tho basis by which 
other 
valuos 
woro 
fixed. 
Tho 
precious metals woro 
first used as 
monoy by weight, 
vory much as 
gold was usod in tho pioncor 
days 
of California. 
Coined monoy was first used by 
tho Lydians according to Herodo- 
tus and while tho silvor 
is known 
to have been coined in tho early 
's of Greoco it was not until tho 


o of Phillip that gold was mado 


o coin for tho purposo 
of 
ox-- 
chaneo. 
Some 
authorities 
claim 
that 
both gold 
and silver 
woro 
coined in India long beforo tho 
coins 
of 
Greoco 
or Lydia 
woro 
struck. 
In Romo failvor coin was 
usod 
two centuries 
beforo 
tho 
Christian era. 
But of ono thing wo 'aro certain 
and that is that for centuries 
be- 
foro tho coining 
of monoy, gold 
and 
silvor 
wero recognized 
as 
precious motals and in dofinito pro- 
portions had becomo tho common 
medium of exchango in overy placo 
whero commerco 
was carried 
on. 
Finally gold and silvor 
bocamo 
monoy 
metals-formin- 
tho standard 
by which tho 
valuo of all 
other 
things wero guaged. 
Their uso as monoy was 
unre- 
stricted for centuries and their 
rol-ativ- o 
valuo was governed 
by tho 
natural laws of production, tho on- 
ly law which should regulato thoir 
valuo as money. 
A government 
may mako monoy of any metal, it 
may dcclaro iron moi e valuablo as 
a medium ot oxchango than 
gold, 
but 
whon 
a 
government 
passes 
laws that conflict with tho natui'al 
laws' of supply, then tho chiof 
ad--f 
vantage of motallio 
monoy 
over 
other kinds of monoy disappears. 
Tho ratio at which gold and 
sil- 
ver woro first coined was tho ratio 
at which thoy had previously gono 
into uso by weight. 
This, in 
Ly- 
dia, in tho Greek cities of tho Asia 
Minor and in 
Greece, 
was about

1 of gold, but 
tho ratio fell to 10 to 
1 after the 
conquest of Alexander.

trado all through tho world." 
Silvor was tho standard 
monoy 
of England, till oarly in tho last 
contury, and was full of legal 
ten-do- r 
until 
181C, 
whon 
tho gold 
standard was adopted. 
From 1257 
to 1664 tho valuo of gold coins, as 
compared with silvor, was regula- 
ted in England from timo to 
time, 
by proclamation. 
From 
1664 to 
1717 silvor was tho only legal 
and gold coins fluctua- 
ted according to tho markot 
valuo 
of gold. 
In 1717 tho rolation 
of 
tho coins of tho two motals was fix- 
ed at 21 
shillings 
tor a 
guinea, 
which overrating of gold causod it 
to becomo, for tho timo bomg, tho 
principlo currency of England. 
Boforo tho rovolution which led 
to tho indopendonco 
of tho Spanish 
American States, Spain controlled 
nearly 
all 
tho 
gold 
and 
silver 
mines of tho now world, 
and hor 
coins wero in general 
circulation. 
Tho Spanish milled dollar 
becamo 
tho standard 
coin of both 
hemis- 
pheres.

doath. 
Ho won his greatest laurols as Fede- 
ral Judgq of Illinois during

timo ho turned 
down Jay 
Gould

receiver 
for tho Wabash railway, and by his 
upright, fearless judicial record

doarcd himsolf to tho great 
labor 
interests of tho countiy. 
His record as 
Postmastor-Gono- r

Wo occasionally 
seo recommen- 
dations of tho plan of growing po- 
tatoes by mulch "so as to save tho 
labor of cultivating 
and hoeing." 
This plan is only practicable 
on 
u 
veiy small scale, 
and costs moro 
than it comes to oven for that. 
Its 
utter impracticability must bo 
ap- 
parent to anj' one who has had any 
cxpcricnco 
in 
potato 
growing. 
Tho amount of straw or other 
ma- 
terial required to cover a potato 
field, or oven ono acre of this crop, 
is something enormous. 
Thero 
is 
no plac-- 
whero straw 
can 
bo 
got 
for nothing, and the cost of pur- 
chasing tho straw and applying 
it 
must mako tho crop far moro 
ex- 
pensive than is tho most thorough 
system of cultivation. 
Nor will a 
crop thus mulched bo any moro 
ox-om- pt 
from injury by drought than 
is ono that is cultivated in tho 
us- 
ual way. 
Tho idea of "saving 
la- 
bor" in this,asin many other cases, 
involves a greater 
amount of la 
bor than tho old timo plan it would 
surpersedo. 


"Plow deep 
for 
potatoes," 
wo 
often hear said. 
That 
doponds. 
Wo want tho soil in tho hill full of 
organic mattor. 
If a soil is already 
filled with humus, deep plowing 
is 
best; but if deficient in this respect, 
tho sod should not bo turned 
very 
deep. 
Tho furrow should 
bo sot 
on edge, and tho disc harrow 
run 
deep 
enough to tear it well 
in 
pieces. 
11 tlio stock 01 tno 
vege 
table mattor bo small, 
wo want it 
whero wo can use it to 
tho best 
advrntage 
within the top six or 
seven inches of the soil. 


Thin your crop; do not bo afraid. 
As soon as tho fruit of peaches or 
pears or other 
fruits 
has becomo 
larco enough to show 
tho sizo of 
tho crop, thin out a portion, ifthoro 
is certainly too much of it. 
Very 
many trees are permanently 
injur- 
ed by being permitted 
to 
over- 
bear. 
" 
Tho mantiro pilo is tho farmer's 
main 
source 
of 
supply. 
Think 
over 
that 
a 
moment. 
Do 
you 
make tho most of it? 
Tho urine of 
most animals is as valuable as tho 
solid manure, and the hungry lands 
protest against tho wasto of vege- 
table and mineral food of tho best 
quality. 
Hot soap 
suds, 
koroseno 
omul-sio- n, 
tar water, tobacco tea, and 
bubach aro good remedies for tho 
cabbage worm. 
Either 
of these 
will mako short work of tho pest. 
While tho plants aro young paris 
green solution of plaster 
might bo 
put on them without 
danger, but 
on gonoral principals 
tho 
other 
remedies aro safer. 
Plants which ripen 
their wood 
throughly 
aro 
thoso which 
get 
through 
tho winter 
tho best. 
A 
fruitful cause of loss among black 
berries and raspberries is too much 
manure during tho summer. 
Tho 
ends of grapo vines which 
do not 
ripen thoroughly 
aro always 
win 
ter killed. 
Do tho cultivating and 
manuring in tho spring,and 
push 
along 
ho vigorous growth. 
Fruit growers bv this timo should 
know tlidt nothing impossiblo now 
stands between them and a fruit 
crop ovory yrar. 
Spraying 
has 
made a revolution. 
Tho orchard 
which has boon sprayed 
produced 
bountifully, while that on tho next 
farm bears nothing at all. 
Whero 
it has not become tho fashion in a 
neighborhood, tho man who begins 
will reap a rich reward. 
Though but a mixture 
of blue 
stone, limo and water, tho Bordeaux 
mixturo is a wonderful 
dis5ovory 
for 
tho 
fruit 
orchard. 
Fungus 
blight and insect aro no longer 
a 
terror. 
Moreover, spraying seems 
to promote tho growth of tho trees 
and increases 
thoir bearing 
ten 
dencies. 
It seems to bo oven mak- 
ing it possiblo 
to raise seedling 
fruit stocks in this country, 
which 
wo havo heretofore imported. 
Moro moisturo is required to fill 
a peacn than 
to mako its green 
leaves, therefore peaches do not do 
well in timo of drouth. 
Tho peach 
requires potash for its development 
but in dry times this 
is oltcn re 
verted to its insolublo forms; more 
must bo added, 
or 
some 
mineral, 
like salt, must bo added to render 
its solublo again.

Making; the Most of Water. 
To mako ono drop of water 
do 
tho work of two should bo tho aim 
of every farmer in the irrigation 
region who has tho future 
wclfaro 
of agriculture 
at 
heart, 
writes 
Adam Scott, in the Denver 
Field 
and Farm. 
This can only bo effect' 
ed by thorough 
preparation 
and 
cultivation of tho soil. 
Deep plow' 
ing should bo followed by careful 
harrowing, reducing the soil to a 
fine mellow condition. 
Sow 
the 
seed as soon as possiblo in order to 
give tho crop overy advantago over 
tho weeds. 
Corn should 
bo har 
rowed onco a week aftor planting 
until it is six inches high. 
The 
crop should not bo irrigated in tho 
spring until it is absolutely 
neccs 
saiy, for tho simple reason that 
when tho grain sprouts tho rootlets 
start out in tho direction 
of tho 
nearest moislurc. 
If tho moisturo 
is on tho surface of tho ground tho 
roots of tho plant will spread them-- 
sblves out just under tho top of tho 
ground, and will bo greatly injured 
if not totally ruined tho first 
timo 
water is short. 
If tho land is not irrigated 
until 
the plants aro well started and need 
it, tho roots will 
00 louna going 
downward 
after 
tho 
necessary 
moisturo and in the futuro half tho 
usual amount of water will be 
suf-- 
ficent to mako tho crop. 
During 
the 
irrigation 
apply 
tho 
water 
slowly and gradually, letting it fill 
up and saturate tho ground instead 
of throwing a great head of water 
over tho ground for a short time. 
To illustrate, you can da,sh a 
pail- 
ful of water over a sponge; 
ninc-tenth-s 
of tho water is wasted and 
tho spongo is not full. 
Then tako 
a quart cupful and allow tho water 
to trickle slowly on tho spongo and 
it is filled and you havo 
water 
to 
spare. 
In order to do this, divide tho 
head of water into as many small 
streams as possiblo and if ono day 
does not irrigate tho field, givo it 
two or three, and when it, has taken 
all tho water it will hold, if tho 
land has been plowed deep it will 
bo some timo boiore it needs any 
more, and rolling land will not 
bo 
washed into ruts that cannot 
bo 
crossed 
with 
a mower, and tho 
lower placos will not bo drownded 
out. Tho stormy days in spring can 
bo put to good uso making 
small 
boxes 
and putting them at tho 
places where tho irrigator has been 
used to taking out tho shovelful of 
dirt. 
In this way perfect 
control 
of tho water can bo obtained; 
tho 
hard work of irrigating is reduced 


one-hal- f, 
no water 
is wasted; you 
havo plenty, and tho man at tho 
tail end of tho ditch has more.
